WaAo paper of all kinds can be
used In making new paper or paper
boards. All the chipboard from wTilch
ordinary pasteboard boxes are made Is
manufactured out of mixed waste pa-
per scraps gathered up In the stores
and other places. Newspapers make
a better 'grade of board known as
newsboard. Strong wrapping paper
mixed with sulphate pulp are used in
making test, or strong chipboard, from
which shipping containers of all kinds
are made. These are taking the places
of wooden boxes,, thereby conserving
the forests.

The finer grades of waste paper such
as old magazines, books, stationery,
etc., are sorted out, d, and used
again in making books, writing and
other grades of paper. In making
boards and ledgers, etc., a considerable
quantity of rags are necessary, --the
supply of which Is becoming very
scarce. It is Imperative, therefore,
that all rags be saved. Every house-
hold should save all of Its old paper
and rags, as well as leather, rubber,
etc., and dispose of ttiem.to the school-
children, Salvation army, junkmen or
other quarters so that the supply may
be kept adequate to meet the demands
of the government and otheressentlal
uses.

CITATIOilS LEFT 111 FLACE

When Revolution Began to Rock
Country Empress Summoned Crown
Jeweler, Had Gems Taken From
Settings and Replaced by Paste-Emis- sary

Carries Them to Czar-
ina's Paternal Kinsmen In Germany.

How the Russian crown lewels were
smuggled out of the empire and saved
to the house of Romanoff from th nil--
lage and confiscation of the revolution
Is a romantic story told In Chicago by
a Russian of noble blood who escaped
from his native country by way of
Vladivostok . and recently arrived In
the United States. .

The Imperial jewels- - are among the
world's largest collections. In dia-
monds and pearls alone they are
worth many millions of dollars. Dia-
monds and pearls are now regarded
as among the safest means of conserv-
ing money. The war has more than
doubled their value and Jewelers de-

clare their price will increase for sev-
eral years after the war.' So when
the revolution began to rock the Rus-

sian throne, the czarina's first thought
was to save .the crown Jewels to In-

sure her family against .the threat-
ened period of misfortune.

Removed in Secret.
She summoned the crown Jeweler

secretly by night to the palace of
Tzarkoe-Sel- o. There under her per-

sonal supervision he removed all the
gems from their settings and replaced
them with paste Imitations. Then em-

ploying one of her near relatives as
an emissary, she smuggled the collec-

tion out of Petrograd on a naval ves-

sel. Through" Sweden and Denmark
the. special messenger finally made his
way Into Germany and delivered the
jewels to the czarina's paternal kins-
men In ITesse-Darmstad- t. There the
gems now repose in safety in the treas- -
ury of the principality.

For a long time no one in Russia
not In the secret knew the gems had
been removed. The Imperial collec-

tion ostensibly continued to be kept
on public display under military
guard In Tzarkoe-Sel- o palace.' Thou-
sands viewed It and no one suspected
that the resplendent ornaments were
mefe "worthless Imitations.

Soma Notable Gems.
Among the- - salvaged Jewels were the

famous black pearl of Catherine II
and the historic Orloff diamond weigh-
ing 19-- carats The Orloff was stol-

en originally by a soldier from the eye
,of a statue of Buddha In a Hindu tem-

ple. It was bought by Prince OrlofT,
one of the favorites of Catherine II
for half a million dollars and present-

ed to the empress. The Orloff and the
Kohinoor, which blazes in the crown of

. England, are thought to be parts of the
Great Mogul, a magnificent Indian dia-

mond which disappeared mysteriously
In the seventeenth century.

Czar' Nicholas is dead, but If the
czarina has not shared his fate, ns
has been reported, she may yet re-

claim the ' Imperial jewels' and with
them the fortunes of her
family. '

TO PREVEIIT FISH FROM

ENTERING WRONG RIVER

Thousands of . Dollars to Be

Saved by Oklahoma Man's
Invention.

. Thousands of dollars annually will
be saved, It Is expected, in the Pacific
Northwest .fisheries industry by a de-
vice Invented by Henry T. Burkey of
Okmhoma. The invention Is an elec-
tric fish stop.

Because there has been no efficient
way to prevent fish following wrong
streams, hatcheries have lost thou-
sands, Jlf dollars every . year. Nets
across the mouths of rivers have

'proved costly and Inefficient. Keep-
ing fish away from Intake and irriga-
tion ditches Is a difficult problem
solved by the electric fish stop.

The invention, which establishes
electric fields of graduated voltage
across a stream, Is said to be cheaper
than any device so far conceived, as
the power is furnished by the force
of the current turning a turbine dy-

namo. ,
A field of 25 volts is located farthest

down stream and small fish coming In
contact with the electric current are
turned back into the main current of
the river. Fields of Increasing volt-
age act on fish of larger size. Fish are
extremely sensitive to electric currents
and the water greatly increases the
conductivity of the electricity.

When Burkey has completed ar-
rangements with the Northwest fish-
eries he will go to Alaska at the invi-
tation of the Alaska bureau of fish-
eries to demonstrate his electric stop
in the North.

George H. Peterson, who has worked

on a cobbler's bench for half a cen-
tury, came to Marinette, Wis., In April,
1874, from Schleswig, Denmark, where
he was born.
